This statement appears to be con- 
firmed by the fact that she has a trunk 
bearing tho initials ‘H.C,H.’ These 
letters are supposed to represent the 
name of an uncle, Herbert Courtney 
Henderson. 

The woman says that she was born 
in India and that she remembers Sim- 
la and Bombay, and that her father 
and uncle were officers in the British 
army.

Detect- 
ives brought him news that Mr. Win- 
der and a woman had gone to Mount 
Abu, near Bombay, whither he and 
his brother-in-law followed. 

Mr. Campbell arrived fn Mount 
Abu, and went straight to the dak 
bungalow (a kind of hotel provided 
for travelers by the government). It 
was his arrival which precipitated the 
tragedy, 

Mrs. Campbell was tn the front gar- 
den of the dak bungalow when she 
saw her husband coming up the drive. 
She rushed Into the room where Win- 
der was and said: He’s coming: I 
cannot face him; shoot me. Winder 
replied: No, I cannot shoot you, Here 
{s the revolwr, shoot yourself. 

Thereupon Mrs. Campbell took the 
revolver, put the muzzle to her mouth 
and said to Winder: You pull the triz- 
ger. He did so; then put the revol- 
ver to his own mouth and pulled the 
trigger again. Mr, Campbell rush- 
ed into the room and his wife died 
almost {immediately in his presence. 
Winder was mortally wounded but 
still alive. He died five minutes 
later. 

Mrs. Cambell, it 1s sald. left a let- 
ter to be given to her husban@ in 
ease she and Winder destroyed tiem- 
selves, but the latter left no written 
word. The papers found in his 
pockets, however, showed that he had 
been making inquiries about passages 
from Bombay to England.

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THE DOG ON THE FARM. 


Get a Good One and Train Him Prap- 
erly isan Excellent Rule. 
Every farmer should have a dog. A 
well trained dog, no one will dispute, 
is the most companionable of all ant- 
mals and a labor saver to the farmer, 
siys n correspondent of the Orange 
Judd Farmer. Systematic instruction 
should be used in drilling the mind and 
body of the anima! to bring out the*in- 
telligence required. A well trained, 
well treated and good tempered dog ts 
one of the most agreeable creatures to 

have about the farm. 

It is a paying investment to the own- 
er to take pains in training a dog. In 
the house he should be taught thorough 
cleahliness, and when once this is es- 
tablished the animal is miserable un-

less it can get out of doors when na- 
ture demands it, When the.dog is 
young, say two or three months old, he 
should be fed in smal! quantities, Nev- 
er permit him to eat to his own satis- 
faction, because the ultimate result 
will be a very sick and unhappy little 
puppy. It is well to give him his last 
meal about two hours before he is shut 
up for the night. 

Cornmeal mixed with water, a very 
little salt and a handful of finely chop- 
ped liver or meat thrown in, the whole 
baked in a cake and when cold broken 
in bits and fed to the dog makes a very 
good supper. A great many people in- 
sist on giving thelr pets bread and 
milk for the evening meal, but this is 
wot a very desirable diet if the dog le 
to be shut up in the house all night, 

There are a great number of tricks 
which may be taught a dog, but the 
farm dog should not necessarily be 
tnught tricks. He should be taught 
sensible things. 

A great many, and I may say nearly

present day, allow their dogs to run 
recklessly about through thelr nelgh- 
bors’ gardens, crops, ete, ‘This is a

Untreated Alfalfa ls Best. 

The results of five years’ tests indi. 
cate that for fattening hogs the way to 
feed alfalfa most satisfactorily is to 
feed it without grinding or chopping.

In wet 
weather every owner needs to guard his 
hogs against pleuropneumonia. , 

It is best to use full blooded sires in 
pork production, changing every year, 
80 as to avoid inbreeding, Any of the 
standard breeds can be recommended, 
A pure bred Poland China sire crossed 
with a grade Chester White or Duroc- 
Jersey dam /will give excellent results, 
but this is Merely given as an illustra- 
tion. Thete is decided merit in the 
other distinct types. 

A dam should have one litter in the 
spring and another in the fall. It is 
a good plah to market the spring pigs 
when nine or ten months old and 
weighing about 250 pounds, keeping 
the fall pigs until they are fifteen to 
eighteen months old, when they should 
weigh 850 to 400 pounds. If dams are 


retained after they become heavy and | 


awkward the offspring must be guard- 
ed or they will be crushed to death.

Throwing Away Money. 

Lhe Horticulturist discusses the yalue 
of liquid manure. It says: 

We believe there is no system of en- 
riching the land for small gardens, 
with a view to perfection of crops, so 
truly economical and so available as 
the use of liquid manure. We occa- 
sionally hear of a gardener or an am- 
ateur grower of some special crop that 
has practiced enriching with liquids, 
but it is,only occasionally, yet the re- 
sult of every record is in its favor, and 
a searching inquiry into extra produc- 
tion of fruit, flower or plant almost in- 
variably gives watering with liquid 
manure as the cause. 

There is on almost every farm a 
waste of liquids, which usually go into 
the sewer drain or possibly upon the 
road, where they are of o avail, but 
which if saved by being conducted to 
a tank would enrich the entire garden 
of vegetables, small fruits, 
stimulus to the rose and other flower 
borders and keep the grass plot green 
and fresh even in the hottest and driest 
of midsummer. The use of a little 
plaster occasionally thrown in and 
sround the tank would always keep it 
sweet and clean, 

By the use and practice of liquid ma- 
nure no delay need ever occur in plant- 
ing time because of the manure not 
being on hand or not being in a suffi- 
ulently rotted condition, but planting 
rould proceed and the application of 
manure be mado at leisure,

The Mississippi River, ite Magnitude 
and the Area it Drains. ‘ 

The Mississippi river, tying wholly 
within the temperate zone, is in this 
respect more fortunately situated than 
the more fertile valleyed Amazon, since 


iwhospitable as it Is, offera conditions 


The main stream is 2,500 miles in 
length—that is, about ten times that 
of the Seine. As Mark Twain bas said, 
it is “the crookedest river’ in the 
world, traveling 1,300 miles to cover 
the same ground that a crow would 
fiy over in 675. For several hundred 
miles it Is a mile in width, Back to 
1882 it was seventy miles wide when 
the fldod was highest. 

The volume of water @scharged by 
it into the sea is second only to the 
Amazon and is greater than that of 
all Enropean rivers,combined (omitting 
the Volga). The amount is estimated 
at 139 cubic miles annually—that ts, it 
would fill annually a tank 130 miles 
long, 139 mites wide and 139 miles 
high. With {ts tributaries It provides 
somewhat. more than 16,000 nilles of 
navigable water, more than any otber 
system on the globe except the Ama- 
zon and more than enough to reach 
from Lake Superior to Paris by way 
of Kamchatka and Alaska, abont 
three-fourths of the way around the 
globe. The sediment deposited is 400,- 
000,000 tons, enough to require daily 
for its removal 500 trains of fifty cars, 
each carrying fifty tons, and to make 
each year two square niles of new 
earth over.a hundred feet deep. 

The area which it drains Is roughly 
1,250,000 square miles, or two-fifths of 
the United States. That is, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, France and Italy 
could be set down within this area 
and there would still be some room to 
spare. 

It has the strength, for the most part 
put to no use whatever, of 60,000,000 
horses. ‘The difference between high 
water and low water is in some places 
fifty fect, which gives some impression 
of the range of its moodiness.—Jobno 
Finley in Seribner’s Magazine.
